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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Acworth  School  Board : 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  your 
superintendent  of  «?chools. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  I  feel  the 
schools  are  in  the  best  position  to  supply  a  good  ed- 
ucation to  the  pupils  of  Acworth  they  have  ever  been 
in  my  brief  period  of  working  in  this  district. 

Your  teachers  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  the 
fine  work  they  are  doing.  The  spirit  of  cooperation  be- 
tween teachers  and  pupils,  and  teachers  and  school 
board  members  is  verv  gratifying.  It  is  only  through 
such  mutual  cooperation  that  educational  progress  is 
possible. 

Combining  both  schools  into  one  two-room  school 
was  a  big  step  in  equalizing  the  edncj^tional  opportuni- 
ties of  all  Acworth  children.  In  addition,  it  has  reliev- 
ed both  teachers  from  several  preparations  a  day  and 
has  made  it  possible  for  them  to  do  some  of  the 
things  they  knew  were  necessary  but  for  which  they 
could  find  no  time.  More  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
individual  has  resulted  from  the  change.  To  return  to 
two  one-room  schools  would,  in  my  opinion  be  a  step 
in  the  wrong  direction. 

For  some  time  there  has  been  a  feeling  that  the 
small  high  school  does  not  provide  a  broad  enough  pro- 
gram to  provide  the  needs  of  all  of  the  pupils.  In  many 
instances  parents  have  seen  fit  to  send  their  children 
to  larger  high  schools  at  considerable  additional  ex- 
pense to  themselves. 

One  answer  to  this  problem  seems  to  be  in  the  form- 
ation of  cooperative  high  schools  by  combining  sev- 
eral small  schools  into  one  large  high  school  governed 
by  a  school  board  composed  of  members  from  all  towns 
sending  pupils  to  the  cooperative  high  school. 

This  solution  is  being  worked  out  very  satisfactorily 
in  practically  all  of  the  states  of  the  United  States  ex- 
cept New  Hampshire,  Vermont  and  Maine. 

Obviously  there  are  many  hurdles  to  be  overcome 
in  the  formation  of  such  a  cooperative  district  but  in 
the  majority  of  places  where  it  has  been  attempted, 
the  results  have  been  beyond  all  expectations. 

The  enthusiasm  of  board  members  in  the  exploration 
of  the  possibilities  of  such  a  high  school  in  this  area 
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shows  an  awareness  on  their  part  of  the  short  comings 
of  the  small  high  school  and  an  awareness  of  the  fact 
that  the  education  of  all  pupils  from  grades  one 
through  twelve  is  the  responsibility  of  the  school  board 
even  though  that  particular  district  does  not  have  a 
high  school. 

I  feel  that  this  movement  has  definite  promise  in 
the  solution  of  the  problem  of  providing  an  adequate 
secondary  education  for  your  children  and  the  explor- 
ation should  be  continued  until  all  of  the  facts  of  the 
case  can  be  brought  out. 

It  is  regrettable  that  Miss  Elsie  Goodnow  felt  im- 
pelled to  resign  from  the  school  board.  She  has  been 
a  very  active  and  helpful  member.  Her  loss  will  be 
felt  very  keenly,  I  am  sure. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
personal  appreciation  for  the  fine  cooperation  of  the 
school  board  and  teachers  during  the  past  year.  With 
your  continued  support  we  can  keep  on  improving  the 
Acworth  school  system.

NURSE'S  REPORT 

At  the  opening  of  schools  in  September  all  nupils 
were  inspected  for  skin  infection  and  hair  vermin. 

In  November  the  routine  service  of  weighing  and 
measuring  each  pupil,  checking  on  teeth,  throat,  pos- 
ture, speech  and  general  health  was  carried  out.  We 
found  at  this  time  pupils  with  faulty  nutrition,  nerve 
tiredness,  bad  speech  habits  and  very  poor  mouth 
hygiene. 

The  vision  of  all  pupils  was  checked  and  notices  to 
parents  were  sent  if  faulty  sight  was  observed.  In  ad- 
dition, the  hearing  test  with  Western  Electric  Audio- 
meter for  all  pupils  above  the  second  grade  was  ad- 
ministered. We  are  glad  to  report  no  impaired  hearing.
